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Landslide interrupts coastal 
defence works on East Cliff 


STABILISATION works on East 
Cliff in Lyme Regis have been inter¬ 
rupted by a landslide after persistent 
bad weather. 

Phase IV of the coastal protection scheme 
was disrupted by a large landslip just below 
the allotments, off Charmouth Road, this 
week in an area that is not being stabilised 
because of rare and protected species living 
on the land. 

Engineers have said allowances have been 
made to minimise delays caused by the 
movement of the cliffs.

ects at West Dorset District Council, said: 
“Some land slippage has occurred in the area 
between the allotments and eastern end of 
the seawall. 

“The land here provides habitat for several 
rare and protected species, and due to its en¬ 
vironmental value this area is not being sta¬ 
bilised and ground movement here may 
continue. 

“Allowances were made in the contract in 


case of disruption due to storms or landslips, 
and the contractor has re-programmed the 
work to minimise any delays. 

“Seawall, piling, soil nailing and drainage 
construction are progressing well which 
means the risks of major landslips causing 
damage to housing and infrastructure are 
significantly reduced. Construction and 
landscaping work are expected to be com¬ 
pleted on time.” 

The main construction phase of the 
£19million stabilisation work is expected to 
be finished in spring, with landscaping con¬ 
tinuing into autumn.

CRAIG Womble, originally from Derbyshire, came to 
Dorset via the Navy where he served in a variety of 
roles over his service, including an aircraft handler 
and firefighter. 

His first draft'down south'in 1982 wastoYeovilton, 
and his last sea draft was on the aircraft carrier, HMS 
Invincible. 

He joined up, he says, because it looked like an 'in¬ 
teresting job'. It was in much the same frame of mind 
that he came to the Volunteer Centre, Dorset, initially 
to run the organisation's volunteer garden help 
scheme on a part-time basis. 

After just a few months part-time Craig became full 
time and is now deputy manager at the organisa¬ 
tion's base in Dorchester, where he has now worked 
for over a decade. 


• WHAT attracted you to the job in the first place? 

People, I like being around people, and like the Navy some 
of the skills are transferrable - organising my time and 
other people's time to best advantage with a team. But of 
course it's a little bit different and not so much results-dri- 
ven, and everyone we work with is a volunteer, apart from 
a handful of paid staff in the office. 

• DOES it make any difference that people are volun¬ 
teers and don't have to do what they are asked to? 

Not really. All the volunteers I have ever worked with are 
here because they want to be here and have a sense of pur¬ 
pose. They're not here for the money and they want to get 
something else out of if. There are more and more people 
wanting to volunteer and most of them are looking to do 
something meaningful where their contribution can make 
a difference. 

• HAS the type of volunteer changed over the years? 

To some extent - we are now getting more people from 
professional backgrounds, largely because of redundancy 
or taking early retirement, although the number of older 
volunteers has dropped off a bit lately. However, this has 
been made up for by an influx of younger people, often 
looking to get work experience. 

• AND what sort of work do people give their time to? 

It can be anything - there is always a need for volunteer 
drivers, we can never get enough. Some offer general office 
support for organisations, some are keen to mentor older 
or younger people, many work with people with disabili¬ 
ties, some are active in marketing organisations and we still 
have a lot of hands-on roles such as the garden scheme, 
where volunteers help others who are not able to look after 
their garden any longer and can't afford paid help. 

• AND I guess rules and regulations have tightened up 
over the years? 

Yes, and quite rightly. Those working with vulnerable peo¬ 
ple need to have their backgrounds checked and we, our¬ 
selves, offer training in areas such as health and safety, first 
aid, mentoring and supporting people as well as customer 
service skills. For some of our volunteers, younger people 
in particular, these skills and the experience they have with 
us are useful in finding a job or setting out on a career. Peo¬ 



ple do tend to move on and we want them to move on. 

• SO how many volunteers and opportunities do you 
have across Dorset? 

We used to have hundreds of volunteers and opportunities, 
now it's literally thousands. We have about 12,000 volun¬ 
teers on our books but people do move in and out of vol¬ 
unteering so the figure is quite fluid. We also have about 
2,000 vacancies at any one time, but that's never enough. 
Our biggest challenge is ensuring there is enough choice 
of opportunities for volunteers, spread across the county. 

• SO you're a bit like a dating agency? 

In a way... and of course the better we know the volunteer 
and the organisations we work with the better the match. 
We do expect the organisations we work with to have 
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proper volunteer policies and to treat volunteers as they 
would their staff, that they offer training and induction and 
can offer expenses and have policies such as inclusivity and 
non-discrimination. 

• DO you have your own favourite projects? 

I do like projects where we can see an end result. Person¬ 
ally, I still quite like to get hands-on and if I get a chance 
I'm quite likely to get out of the office and go and help. The 
volunteers seem to like it as well if you are working along¬ 
side them and it gives them a chance to talk about any¬ 
thing which they may be concerned about. 

• IF there was anything which would make your life 
easier at work, what would it be? 

I would like to see more funding support. It's very much 
hand to mouth here and without help from local councils 
and other organisations our life would be much more dif¬ 
ficult. But of course, times are harder for them now as well, 
which is worrying, although the trend to use volunteers in 
organisations is growing and there is more and more peo¬ 
ple who want to volunteer. 

• AND outside of work, do you have hobbies? 

I dabble in antiques, it's been an interest for a number of 
years. I will often go to the events they hold at Shepton 
Mallett. I'm also keen on fishing - coarse, sea and game 
and for eight years I was a football coach at the time my 
lad was playing from about the ages of eight to 16.1 do go 
and see films, usually with my wife or daughter, although I 
wouldn't describe myself as a film fan and I like produc¬ 
tions which have a powerful message - "Mandela's Long 
Walk to Freedom" was just superb. 

• WHAT sort of people would you like to have to din¬ 
ner? 

I like sporty people, especially those with a bit of character; 
Ian Botham I could sit and chat to for hours. I like people 
who have got strong opinions, someone who says it as it 
is, and who doesn't take offence if you are critical of their 
views. 

• AND what would you eat? 

Italian or Indian. My dad was born in India so we always 
had a lot of traditional curries, I like fish curries and meat. 
I'd hope my wife would cook, she's a great cook, I usually 
do the easier stuff, curries or a stew. 

• AND when the day comes for you to take retirement 
- do you think you will find some time to volunteer? 
Yes, I would probably come back as a volunteer if it was a 
practical role, assuming I could still do a practical role in a 
few years'time! I like working with people and supporting 
people, and working with a team, so I can't see me sitting 
around and doing nothing.

Ripped flag sold for charity 

HARBOURMASTER'S STORM-BATTERED FLAG UP FOR AUCTION ON EBAY 


THE storm-battered Union flag which once flew above the 
Cobb in Lyme Regis is being sold online to raise funds for 
charity. 

The flag, which flew outside the harbourmaster’s office 
and was ripped to shreds and eventually knocked down in 
recent storms, is being sold on online auction website eBay 
for the Shipwrecked Mariners Society, which aims to relieve 
stress among the seafaring and ex-seafaring community. 

The flag symbolically flew over the Cobb through week 
after week of violent storms, its ragged appearance repre¬ 
senting what the nation was going through, both on the coast 
and in severely flooded areas inland. 

The flag lasted until the final storm when 80mph winds 
snapped the flagpole in half bringing it crashing to the 
ground. 

Deputy harbourmaster Mike Higgs suggested selling the 
flag on eBay for charity, as it is thought the storms of 
2013/14 will be talked about in the same way as the snow 
in 1963 and the blisteringly hot summer of 1976. 

He said: “After the flag pole snapped and the flag came 
down, I saw it lying in the water and thought it didn’t de¬ 
serve to be thrown out. I put it on eBay on Sunday night and 
it’s been going really well since. Hopefully someone patri¬ 
otic will take it on, it’s all for charity.” 

At the time of going to press, the highest bid for the flag 
was £51.50 with five days remaining until it was sold.

cleared away by the town council’s external works team. 

“Palm oil is not harmful to people but it is harmful to 
dogs. 

“Public notices have been placed at all the beaches in 
Lyme Regis advising dog owners of the potential danger.”

No change for dogs on beach 


LYME Regis Town Council will not be reviewing its 
dogs on the beach policy - at least for the time being. 

At the January meeting of the Town Management Com¬ 
mittee, when it was agreed to recommendation to full 
council to review the policy, Councillor Mark Gage 
claimed that the council “demonised” dogs and was un¬ 
able to enforce its existing rules. 

Dogs are only allowed on the main beach on a lead be¬ 
tween November 1st and March 31st. However, dogs on 
leads are allowed on Monmouth Beach and Back Beach 
all-year round. 

Councillor Gage said he would welcome a review of 
this policy and thought that dogs should be allowed on 
some beaches without a lead. 

Councillor Gage told the meeting: “We have discussed 
things like this a lot and looked at the lack of wisdom of 
putting mles in place that cannot realistically be enforced, 
and I for one think that in some ways it’s gone way too 
far with the ways we control dogs on beaches and de¬ 
monise dogs. 

“There’s very little point in walking a dog on a beach 
on a lead and I would be very comfortable in reviewing 
this to give more access to dogs. Certainly I can see why

we don’t allow dogs off leads on our main sandy beach 
but the main shingle beach at low tides, years ago we al¬ 
ways had dogs on there, and only recently we’ve in¬ 
creased the prohibition of dogs. 

“It is something that I don’t think we have or will ever 
have the correct level of resources to police.” 

The proposition to review the policy was proposed by 
Councillor Lucy Campbell, although she disagreed with 
Councillor Gage that dogs should be allowed off leads, 
and seconded by Councillor Chris Clipson. 

But at last week’s week full meeting of the council, 
Councillor Michaela Ellis opposed the proposition, say¬ 
ing that the present policy worked well for the town. 

Neither Councillor Gage nor Councillor Clipson spoke 
in favour of the proposition. Councillor Campbell was not 
present. 

The motion was defeated by five votes to three. 


Residents'association'finally up and running' 


THE Lyme Regis Estates Residents’ Committee is at last 
up and running, town councillors were told last week. 

Recently elected chairman Cheryl Reynolds told last- 
week’s meeting of Lyme Regis Town Council that they 
had a good committee which included Councillor Chris 
Clipson, Lyme Area Partnership co-ordinator Ellen 
Austin and Liane Costin, plus a good number of residents 
from the estate. 

Mrs Reynolds said a Neighbourhood Watch was in the 
process of being set up, as was a Speed Watch policy, 
which would be available for any organisation in the 
town to use. 

“It works in other areas such as Donyatt as a wonderful 
deterrent to speeding and could be used to the same effect 
in Lyme Regis,” she said. 

But to do this the association needs to raise £300 for the 
Speed Watch equipment, which PCSO Luke White al¬ 
ready has in town and will help with the set up. 


Mrs Reynolds continued: “We need six names to use it 
in order to get it off the ground, which I’m certain I could 
provide; other people could join when necessary so it 
could be used by anybody in the town in any place. So 
please could the town council spare us the £300 to get 
this project off the ground?” 

Mrs Reynolds also reported that with Ellen Austin she 
had set up a committee to raise funds for the Lyme Regis 
play park, but added: “Unfortunately, it has been brought 
to my attention that we cannot not fundraise for the play 
park because it belongs to the council and we need to be 
raising money with your permission. 

“I think this is because when we have the money at the 
end, hopefully, everyone agrees as to what we spend the 
money on. I would like clarification on that. Although 
some councillors have asked us to do it, we do need a 
clarification from the full council to continue raising 
funds for this project.”

She said: “I would like to thank 
everyone who has donated money to 
my underground challenge. My 
friends and family have been very 
supportive and encouraging in their 
efforts, and I’m very grateful to our 
advertisers who participated in the 
special feature at the end of January. 

“I’m also very touched by the 
number of readers who have do¬ 
nated money to help me reach my 
target.

Summing up, she said: “This has 
been an amazing experience for me 
and I feel very proud of the fact that 
a mad idea before Christmas has 
achieved so much.

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Shady Tree returns on Sunday 


THE popular"ShadyTree"nostalgiaand local history 
talks will return this Sunday (March 2nd) with local 
historian Ken Gollop. 

The latest in his series of talks will focus on the 
Church Cliff and Cobb Gate areas of Lyme Regis, and 
will be held at the Woodmead Halls at 2.30pm. 

Admission costs £3 with proceeds going to Lyme 
Regis Museum. Arrive early to find a good seat as the 
talks are usually a sell-out success. 

Here is a glimpse of the photos to be shown during 
the talk including (top right), Church Cliff beach, 
now buried under the Gun Cliff Walk and the sewer¬ 
age tank, as it was in the 1940s and 50s. The boats 
belong to the Curtis family who fished form there 
for over 100 years. 

Below right, the Buddie river and Gun Cliff in 1899 
showing the old cottages on the site of the museum 
and councillors'car park and, below, a model of the 
proposed sewer works at Cobb Gate in the 1970s. It 
would have quadrupled the size of Cobb Gate car 
park but was rejected by the townsfolk and Lyme 
had to wait another 20 years to solve its sewer prob¬ 
lem.

A dangerous new planning 
precedent in West Dorset? 


■ IN our locality (West Bexington) a 
developer built massively beyond his 
planning permission’s clearly defined 
building line. 

Consequently, the resultant building 
is absurdly visually prominent among 
its neighbours and therefore obvi¬ 
ously in contravention of planning 
policies for an Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty (AONB) and the Her¬ 
itage Coast. West Dorset District 
Council, however, refused our com¬ 
munity’s call for them to redress mat¬ 
ters by enforcing the permission’s 
shown building line. 

Belatedly, WDDC did agree that the 
building’s bulk and height had 
harmed this very sensitive setting.

cept WDDC’s absolute refusal to ac¬ 
count for why they chose to relax 
both the permitted building line con¬ 
straint and AONB/Heritage Coast 
planning policies. 

The Local Government Ombuds¬ 
man also declined Mr Letwin’s invi¬ 
tation to pass comment on this major 
breach of planning regulations. Mr 
Letwin has now advised that local 
residents may only obtain explana¬ 
tion by taking our council to court! 
You have been warned!

Watch 
and listen to yourself doing without 
something, are you getting annoyed or 
anxious? Offer those emotions to God 
and ask to practice trusting Him more 
and being thankful for what we do 
have. 

“At St Michael’s, we will mark our 
foreheads in ash with the sign of the 
cross at the 10am Holy Communion 
service next Wednesday. We might 
wash it off before the 40 days are up but 
we do remember Jesus' sacrifice. 

“Wednesday evenings we share the 
ancient service of Compline and hear 
some thoughts using a course 'Build on 
the Rock'. There's a chance to discuss 
this on Tuesday afternoons. Churches in 
Lyme work together in leading these. 

There's a week to go. Don't miss out 
but plan now for Lent!

Two dramatic days in the life of Lyme 


■ LYME'S main street remains as buoyant 
as ever with new names appearing 
above the shops regularly. 

I was prompted to think about the chang¬ 
ing face of our main street when I saw a 
photo on the fascinating Lyme Nostagia 
site on Facebook, posted by Lyme boy 
Adam Austin, son of former mayor Barbara 
Austin, of the runaway lorry incident in 
Broad Street in 1960. 

It was the first time I had seen that dra¬ 
matic picture for many years. I was 12 at the 
time and was shopping for my grand¬ 
mother, who lived in Silver Street, with one 
of my boyhood friends, Rikey Larcombe, 


who later moved to the Bournemouth area, 
cousin of Howard, Colin and Brian. 

It was a very traumatic experience. I dis¬ 
tinctly remember hearing the commotion 
and, as we turned to look up the street, we 
could see PC Bill Habgood, throw his hel¬ 
met to the ground and run down in front of 
the runwaway furniture lorry transporting 
Cub Scouts which crashed into The Sham¬ 
bles after colliding with several vehicles on 
the way down. 

It was very frigtening and there were 
many casualties. We ran down the street 
and up the alley to the Masonic Hall to get 
out of the way.

The photo of the mayhen afterwards, 
which appeared on Facebook, was taken by 
the the late Alderman Douglas Fortnam 
from the top floor of the council offices and 
appeared in the national press the follow¬ 
ing day and also won a photographic 
award. I Googled the pic and found there 
was just one copy available for purchase on 
eBay which I acquired from an American 
agency for $16. 

Several years later one of the first big sto¬ 
ries I covered as a young reporter was the 
runaway lorry which crashed into the Lon¬ 
don Inn in 1965, another highlytraumatic 
event. 


an election approaches, 
whether Lyme actually needs 
14 people to run the town ef¬ 
ficiently. 

Most councillors spent 
much of the 90 minutes in 
open council with their 
heads bowed and there was a 
distinct lack of debate. Ah de¬ 
bate. How we miss that. 

Even the one subject I 
thought would spark a tasty 
quote or two - the dogs on the 
beach policy - was a disap¬ 
pointment. Michaela Ellis 
opposed a review of the pol¬ 
icy but no one defended the 
recommendation, not even 
Mark Gage who waxed so elo¬ 
quently about canines being 
demonised in Lyme at a pre¬ 
vious meeting. 

I don’t think we should read 
too much into this. With only 
eight present, Mark’s major¬ 
ity had dissipated, even if 
only for one meeting, and I 
am sure that the argument 
over whether dogs should be 
allowed on Lyme’s beaches 
without a lead will surface 
again. 

But Michaela seemed quite 
pleased. It was the first time 
she had managed to win a 
crucial vote for a couple of 
years! 


■ BEFORE a brick is laid Lyme Regis 
town councillors are being asked by 
West Dorset to come up with suit¬ 
able names for the three streets that 
will form the 46-home development 
planned for the Woodberry Down 
site. 

Through their weekly briefing they 
were asked to come up with some 
suitable names. Quick to reply was 
Councillor Rikey Austin who sug¬ 
gested names linked to the town's 
literary heritage such as Chesterton, 
Longfellow, Austin (sic), Tolkien, 
Blake, Hollis and Fowles. 

I assume that will be Austen as in 
Jane Austen, spelt with an e and not 
with an i, as printed in the agenda 
report for this week's Town Mange- 
ment Committee meeting when the 
matter will be considered. 

Although many people in Lyme 
would be quite happy for a road to 
be named after an Austin with an i - 
that, of course, would be Barbara 
Austin MBE, six times mayor of this 
town who died last year. 

The precedent, of course, has al¬ 
ready been set with Applebee Close 
and Henry's Way, named after two 
former mayors of this town - Dennis 
Applebee and the incomparable 
Henry Broom. 

The minutes also record that Coun¬ 
cillor Austin (with an i not an e) has 
recently discovered that Shake¬ 
speare's "The Tempest" is based on 
George Somers'ship, "The Sea Ven¬ 
ture" wrecking off Bermuda (a fact 
long known by those of us who have 
lived in Lyme all our lives) and has 
come up with a number of associ¬ 
ated names - Prospero, Miranda, Cal¬ 
iban, Bermuda and Sea Venture. 
Councillor Lucy Campbell favoured 
links to fossils and put forward Am¬ 
monite Avenue and Lias Place.

Floody hell! Now Michael Fish warns Dorset 
weather to get worse & can't be stopped 


BRITAIN'S favourite forecaster, 
weatherman Michael Fish, will give 
a dire warning to Dorset next month 
- years of even worse weather are 
on the way and it's too late to stop 
it. 

Mr Fish, who became a national 
icon through his forecasts on the 
BBC, is to spearhead a grim reality 
check on future weather for Dorset's 
Climate Week [March 1st-6th]. 

Pulling no punches, Mr Fish is to 
deliver a lecture at the Dorchester 
Corn Exchange on Monday March 
3rd entitled 'Climate Change - The 
Ultimate Weapon Of Mass Destruc¬ 
tion'. 

The weather expert who spent 42 
years with the Meteorological Office 
says the storm-battered nation faces 
a future of more floody hell. 

'There could be much more se¬ 
vere weather and floods in the UK. 
It is too late to do more than slow it,' 
Mr Fish warned bluntly this week. 

He added:'The weird weather has 
already been responsible for possi¬ 
bly millions of deaths and many 
more will occur, through floods, 
droughts, disease and famine." 

Although authorities are only re¬ 
cently waking up to the problems of 


climate change, Mr Fish said the 
weather has been known to be 
worsening for more than 40 years. 

'The basics were identified in the 
1880s, the severity in the 1970s,' he 
said. 

And he gave no hope of things 
getting better for the storm-bashed 
West Country, forecasting a bleak 
future of sodden winters and 
scorched summers. 

'The South West can expect more 
floods and droughts,' said Mr Fish, 
'The only advantage will be a longer 
growing season.' 

Supporting Mr Fish's forecast that 
the effects of climate change may 
be slowed, Dorset's Communities 
Living Sustainably in Dorset group, 
funded by the Big Lottery Fund, has 
organised a week of events aimed at 
inspiring a new wave of local initia¬ 
tives against the weather threat. 

On Saturday March 1st the pro¬ 
gramme will kick off at Litton and 
Thorner's Community Hall, Litton 
Cheney, with a planning conference 
on strengthening local food links in 
West Dorset. Speakers including 
Tom Andrews of the new national 
Sustainable Food Cities Programme 
and Traci Lewis from Foods Ply¬ 


mouth will share their experiences 
and advice for putting food at the 
heart of the local policy agenda. 

On March 3rd in Dorchester, Mr 
Fish will be joined by writer and 
poet Matt Harvey, who will present 
his view on sustainable energy. 

On March 5th Bridport pupils will 
meet with the CLS to discuss ideas 
for preparing for extreme weather 
and tackling climate change. On 
the same day in schools in and 
around Dorchester the CLS will cel¬ 
ebrate their work on litter meet 
with pupils and launch a two-year 
initiative to lessen environmental 
impact and encourage environ¬ 
mental leadership in students. 


On Thursday March 6th the Brid¬ 
port Arts Centre will host a Focus 
On Energy film day, which will in¬ 
clude movies on the evidence of 
climate change, energy efficiency 
in the home and a documentary 
with contributions from more than 
50 politicians, scientists and envi¬ 
ronmental campaigners on the 
state of the planet and how to save 
it.

INTERNATIONAL Women's Day is 
coming and Bridfem, Bridport's 
feminist group has so many activi¬ 
ties planned they need to start a 
week early. 

The Autonomy film group are 
showing the powerful and uplift¬ 
ing film "Whale Rider" (12A) on 
Saturday, March 1 st in the W.l. Hall 
in North Street, Bridport. Chosen 
to open the Bridfem celebrations 
because this is a magnificently em¬ 
powering movie that serves as an 
inspirational tool for females; the 
film tells how the tradition of male 
succession is challenged by Paikea, 
a strong, self-assertive, intelligent, 
and ambitious girl. The role of 
leader of a Maori village has always 
passed to the first-born grandson 
- direct descendant of the Whale 
Rider. But this time the heir is a 
girl. Although he loves her, her 
grandfather believes the role is re¬ 
served for males. He cannot ac¬ 
cept her as future leader. The 
community is torn between tradi¬ 
tional and modern life in a conflict 
that is resolved only through the 
wisdom of the whales. 

The film is based on the 


Whangara people from 
the East Coast of New 
Zealand, who believed 
that their existence was 
purely reliant on a brave 
prophet, also named 
Paikea, who rode on the 
back of a whale to es¬ 
cape death when his 
canoe was overturned 
at sea. This contempo¬ 
rary story of love, rejec¬ 
tion and triumph has 
beautiful and moving scenes 
showing the courage of the Maori 
in their relationship with the sea 
and the leviathans of the deep.

THE scoreline suggests a heavy de¬ 
feat for Bridport in their first Tool- 
station Western League Premier 
Division game for several weeks, 
but the margin was not as great as 
the result implies. 

The Bees defence found Melk¬ 
sham duo Dan Kovacs and Gary 
Higdon in devastating form and 
their finishing was top class, whilst 
at the other end Bridport couldn't 
capitalise on a number of chances 
which came their way.

"There were at least another 12 
players signed for Bridport Football 
Club that were unavailable last Sat¬ 
urday; one had to work because of 
his shift pattern and another was 
away in London working and I think 
there were two injured. 

"Others claimed they had to go 
shopping with their wife or were 
watching the rugby on television. If 
they are not interested then why 
sign in the first place?" 

With the reserves short on num¬ 
ber, Hitchcock sent two of his play¬ 
ers to sit on their bench which 
meant that the 41-year-old had to 
play in defence and 50-year-old 
coach Shaun Annetts in goal. 

"I wouldn't have been playing 
and got injured if we had enough 
players, and like Shaun, who I 
would like to thank for turning out 
as well, felt obliged to help the 
team. I will now be off work and 
football for at least six weeks as a 
result. 

"These young lads need to think 
on about their attitudes." 

On the pitch Hitchcock gave a
